substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture; 

a first sleeve including having a first end and a second end, the second end of the 
first sleeve being at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 
a first table leg; 

a first cross bar connected to the first table leg, the first cross bar including a first 
end and a second end, the first end of the first cross bar being at least partially disposed in 
the first sleeve, i-and 

a brac e ass e mbly conn e ct e d to th e first tabl e l e g and the bar.

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3. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in Claim 1 claim 2 , wherein the 
second end of the first sleeve is configured to engage the first recess.

7. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in Claim claim 1, further 
comprising a plurality of grooves disposed in the bottom surface of the lip, each of the plurality 
of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to support the first sleeve and 
prevent the first sleeve from contacting the bottom surface of the lip, the plurality of grooves 
being disposed along a length of the first sleeve wherein th e lip compris e s at l e ast on e groov e.

(Currently Amended) Th e utility table as recit e d in claim 1, furth e r comprising A 
utility table comprising: 

a blow-molded table top including a top surface and a bottom surface, the blow- 
molded table top comprising:

including an interior surface, an exterior surface and a bottom surface; 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the interior surface of the lip; and 
a second connecting aperture disposed form e d in the exterior surface of 

the lip and being substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture; 

a first sleeve including a first end and a second end, the second end of the first 
sleeve being at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 

a first table leg; and 

a first cross bar connected to the first table leg, the first cross bar including a first 
end and a second end, the first end of the first cross bar being at least partially disposed in 
the first sleeve . 

10. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in Claim claim 9, further 
comprising a second sleeve including a first end and a second end, the second end being at least 
partially disposed in the second connecting aperture and being substantially aligned with the first 
sleeve. 
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11. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in Claim claim 10, wherein the 
first sleeve and the second sleeve are slidably engaged. 

12. (Currently Amended) The utility table as recited in Claim claim 10, further 
comprising a fixing plate disposed at wherein the first end of the second sleev e, the fixing plate 
being sized and configured to abut the interior surface of the lip comprises a fixing plat e.

40. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including an upper 
surface and a lower surface; 

a lip extending outwardly from the lower surface of the table top, the lip including 
an inner surface, an outer surface and a lower surface; 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 

a first sleeve at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 

a first plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the first 
plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to support the 
first sleeve and prevent the first sleeve from contacting the lower surface of the lip, the 
first plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the first sleeve; 

a second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 

a second sleeve at least partially disposed in the second connecting aperture; 

a second plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the 
second plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to 
support the second sleeve and prevent the second sleeve from contacting the lower 
surface of the lip, the second plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the 
second sleeve; and 

a cross bar including a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the 
cross bar being at least partially disposed within the first sleeve and the second portion of 
the cross bar being at least partially disposed within the second sleeve. 
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41 . (New) The table as in Claim 40, further comprising: 

a first recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the first recess being 
substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture; and 

a second recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the second recess being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture. 

42. (New) The table as in Claim 40, further comprising: 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
the lip; and 

a second connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
the lip. 

43. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including an upper 
surface and a lower surface; 

a lip extending outwardly from the lower surface of the table top, the lip including 
an inner surface, an outer surface and a lower surface; 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 

a first sleeve at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 

a first recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the first recess being 
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substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture; 

a second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 

a second sleeve at least partially disposed in the second connecting aperture; 

a second recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the second recess being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture; and 

a cross bar including a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the 
cross bar being at least partially disposed within the first sleeve and the second portion of 
the cross bar being at least partially disposed within the second sleeve. 

44. (New) The table as in Claim 43, further comprising: 

a first plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the first 
plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to support the 
first sleeve and prevent the first sleeve from contacting the lower surface of the lip, the 
first plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the first sleeve; and 

a second plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the 
second plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to 
support the second sleeve and prevent the second sleeve from contacting the lower 
surface of the lip, the second plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the 
second sleeve. 
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45. (New) The table as in Claim 43, further comprising: 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
the lip; and 

a second connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
the lip. 

46. (New) A table comprising: 

a table top constructed from blow-molded plastic, the table top including an upper 
surface and a lower surface; 

a lip extending outwardly from the lower surface of the table top, the lip including 
an inner surface, an outer surface and a lower surface; 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 

a first sleeve at least partially disposed in the first connecting aperture; 

a first connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
the lip; 

a second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of the lip; 
a second sleeve at least partially disposed in the second connecting aperture; 
a second connecting aperture disposed in the outer surface of the lip and being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture disposed in the inner surface of 
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the lip; and 

a cross bar including a first portion and a second portion, the first portion of the 
cross bar being at least partially disposed within the first sleeve and the second portion of 
the cross bar being at least partially disposed within the second sleeve. 

47. (New) The table as in Claim 46, further comprising: 

a first recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the first recess being 
substantially aligned with the first connecting aperture; and 

a second recess disposed in the outer surface of the lip, the second recess being 
substantially aligned with the second connecting aperture. 

48. (New) The table as in Claim 46, further comprising: 

a first plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the first 
plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to support the 
first sleeve and prevent the first sleeve from contacting the lower surface of the lip, the 
first plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the first sleeve; and 

a second plurality of grooves disposed in the lower surface of the lip, each of the 
second plurality of grooves including an inner portion that is sized and configured to 
support the second sleeve and prevent the second sleeve from contacting the lower 
surface of the lip, the second plurality of grooves being disposed along a length of the 
second sleeve. 
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
